J. Bryan, 
soon to leave for a tour of the world, was 
the reelpi6nt of a hotable testimonial of 
cat com at a banquet given In hi« honor 
by the Jefferson club. 
Cover» were laid 
for 800 guests and among those., present 
were 
many letfdltig Democrats. 
The 
llrst speaker was Congressman Rainey, 
of. Illinois, who spoke of “Our Obligations 
a s.a World Power at Ilom e ami Abroad." 


Mayor Dunne spoke 011 VThe Progress 
of Municipal Ownership,'’ at the same 
time referring to Bryan* In words of high 
praiso. 


OlHo M. James, of Kentucky, brought 
out round after round of applause by an 
eulogy of Bryan and plea for Democratic 
harmony, with .which he closed a speech 
In which he declared that Bryan had long 
ago declared In favor of crushing- the 
trusts, reforming the tariff and bringing 
to arbitration 'all international dispute».. 


In a brief>^d0ress Judge J. B. Tarvln, 
of Covington',’ Ky., declared for Bryan 
as the’ standard bearer of the Democracy 
In 1908. * 


When Bryan rose to speak he was 
greeted with an ethuslastlc demonstra­ 
tion and It was some minutes before thp. 
applause subsided sufficiently for him to 
proceed. 
Bryan, in responding 
to the 
toast "Democracy versus Centralization” 
said tl/at "there are two forces constant­ 
ly at work in every nation, one tending 
to bring the government nearer the peo­ 
ple, and the other tending to carry the 
government from the people.” This tend­ 
ency to remove authority from the lo­ 
cality to a center farther aw ay he fl.e- 
scrlbed as centralization. 
Just now ho 
said public attention is being directed to 
encroachments of great corporations up­ 
on the rights of the people, and th« dls 
cusslon of remedies reveals the fact that 
am ong those who really desire to cffcct 
ively restrain' corporations there arc two 
distinct elem ents—tho.se who desire to en­ 
large the scoope of the federal govern­ 
ment arid those who desire to. preserve 
the Integrity and authority of the several 
’states. 
This he considered as likely to 
tho -rock upon which honest reformers 
will split unless there is a clear under­ 
standing of the situation. 


Bryan entered upon a lengthy explana­ 
tion of the differences between Jefferson­ 
ian Democrats and advocates of centrali­ 
zation. 
The former would insist upon 
constitutional division of the powers of 
the fed ^ al and state governments, neither 
encroaching upon the other. 
Advocates 
of centralization distrust the people, fa­ 
vor dbllteriiUion of state lines and would 
rem ove. the government from control of 
the ■■.■voters; 
I Bryan opposed.'national control of life 
insurance and ¿national charters to. large 
.corporations. 
"Ho; would control trusst 
‘ by means of'a' llccnsfe^lrijilar to the li­ 
cense controlling th e’-'liquor traffic, so 
that trusts while under government regu­ 
lation would-' still be amendable to state 
laws.

In conclusion he said: It should be the 
purpose of tlie Democratic party and ita 
, constant effort to bring the government 
‘¡ into harmony with those who live .under 
‘A lt arid to imake It reflect moro and inoi’e 
fctheir intelligence, virtue and. patriotism, 
proportion as tlie" Democratic party* 
trusts the people and protects them, It 
will win the confidence and support, of 
- tho . people, and no one can doubt the 
, -flimr triumph o f such .a. party 'w ithout 
doubting the -correctness' and' growth - of 
th&:fprlrtclplcs of -free government. •, 
.Referring- to the suggestions of otlW 
speakers that he should be the next Dem 
o’“ tjratic candidate - for the- presidency 
, Bryan:4eclared that he is not riow a can 
.didate for any office; that ho' never'said 
•„lie would*, never again be a candldato for

The Mikaso sank In shallow 
water and It is believed can be repaired 
Rescuing parties were sent from various 
warships in the harbor and It Is believed 
there was heavy casualties among them. 
Various eonjuectures' arc current as to 
the cause of the fire. 
Some attribute it 
to an overcharge of electricity. 


THE DISASTER.

Next Spring—Entrance to Cor­ 
porate Limits Not Determined 
Upon—Sevtral Ways of Accoss 
Under Consideration. 


Tho McKinley syndicate Tuesday 
took the first stops toward the build­ 
ing 
of 
a 
line from this city to 
Jacksonville., The Illinois Western 
Railroad company was incorporated. 
Tho incorporators are all officials of 
the McKinley syndicate. 
They are: 
B. E. Braiiible, auditor; George At. 
Afattis, secretary; J. D. White, dis­ 
trict traffic agent, and S. A. Power 
and Charles Zilly, all of Champaign. 


The line will 
be 
built over the 
same routty considered by the com­ 
pany last spring. 
From Springfield 
it will ruiv through Sangamon and 
Morgan counties to Jacksonville. 


The company some time ago bought 
the plant and street railway of the 
Jacksonville Street 
Railway com­ 
pany, and at that time it was an­ 
nounced that u road would be built 
from hefts to Jacksonville. 
Later, 
however, the project, was dropped in 
order to take tip the. const root ion -of 
the lino from GIjnton' to Blooming­ 
ton. The work will now be pushed 
through rapidly. 


Tho big power house at Riverton 
will probably be used for the purpose 
of'furnishing poWer to this new sys­ 
tem as well as to tho long stretch of 
track south from Springfield. 
The 
capital stock of the now branch is 
$5,000.—Springfield "News. 


Mr. W. E. Veiteh, one of itu- offi­ 
cers of the Jacksonville Street Rail­ 
way and Light company, now a part 
of the AlcKinley syndicate, was in­ 
terviewed Tuesday evening regard­ 
ing the above and .stated that the 
facts were substantially cornet. The 
preliminaries in the construction of 
the road will not be taken for some 
weeks yet, and it is more than likely 
that the actual work of construction 
will not begin before tin* spring of 
1900. 
The preliminary survey may 
be run this fall and the orders for 
sunplies and equipment placed for 
midwinter or early spring delivery. 


The matter of entrance to this city 
will have 
careful 
consideration. 
While it is generally believed that 
the interurban will connect with the 
East State street extension of the lo­ 
cal line, other entrances to the cor­ 
porate limits of the city may be de­ 
cided upon. 


The survey may be run to connect 
with the Nichols park extension, and 
again: entrance may bo made north 
of tho Wabash tracks and the center 
of the city approached via North 
Ala in street. 


When the local line was purchased 
by tho McKinley interests it was the 
intention of making Jacksonville A 
radial point for more than one in- 
terurban line, and the. entrance of 
the line from Springfield will be 
governed somewhat by what further 
plans the company may have in con­ 
templation. 


It was the purpof-o of the local 
company to improve their local car 
barns 011 East State street this fall, 
but this work will not be attempted 
until 
spring. 
The 
improvements 
contemplated will be the extension 
of the barns ou the south , to the 
edge of the sidewalk, and also an 
extension ‘oil the north. A new roof 
is also among 
tho 
improvements 
planned. The roof will bo of a con­ 
struction different, 
from 
anything 
now; known iu this locality, and is 
eallcd a steel truss concrete roof. 
Tt is absolutely fireproof and the 
company has recently put such it roof 
over their barns nt Danville. 
The, 
local barns will be otherwise en­ 
larged in a substantial manner, so 
as to care for the additional- ears 
that, will be necessary when the iu- 
terurban service starts.
